Remember to check the ROTATED DESCRIPTOR DISPLAY- - 
first! Want to find the term PROSPECTIVE TEACHERS when there’s 
no PROSPECTIVE under "P” in the DESCRIPTOR LISTING? Check 
the ROTATED DESCRIPTOR DISPLAY under main words PROSPECTIVE 
and TEACHERS. You’ll find no PROSPECTIVE column, but under 
TEACHERS, you may find ERIC words that will do -- Student TEACHERS 
Preservice TEACHERS. 
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Someday, ERIC will materialize as a computer- assisted 
library system.
